This Agent together with SA G. C. REEYE, has been covering the 
mother’s residence at Miami since November 1st, and although GERALD. F. 
CHRISTIE, a BROTHER FRANK CHRISTIE, have visited the house, HAH 1 LD 
CHRISTIE has not appeared. It was thought that HAROLD CHRISTIE was 
ENR0UTE to MIAMI as he left forwarding address at Miami effective up 
until November 1st in care of COHEN & COMPANY , 103 Front Street, New 
York City.

Christie, on account of greet financial resources, 
is apparently able to conceal his identity when coming to this 
country on the steamship lines. It is understood that the for¬ 
mer manager of asat line has recently resigned and is not.

Department investigators, under Mr. Howe of Miami, at 
one time kept Christie's mother and sisters, who were living at 
Miami, under close observation.

With reference to the above fugitive, I beg to invite your 
attention to my letter of June 18, addressed to John H* MacVeah, 
Third Secretary, U. S. Embassy, Havana, Cuba, and Mr. MacVeah*s 
reply of June 23, 1925. 


It would appear from Mr. MacVeah’s letter that the information 
on file in this office, to the affect that Fugitive Harold H. 
Christie was recently at the Hotel Sevilla, Havana, is correct. 


This office learned through a confidential informant, that 
Christie has recently made several trips from Havana to Nassau, 

B. W. I. Investigation develops the fact that there is no regular 
line of boats running from Havana to Nassau so that the fugitive 
must have made these trips in tramp or rum running boats. 


It is the opinion of this office that subject could be located, 
placed on a boat at Havana and turned over to the proper authorities 
at Key West, but it appears that fugitive is a British subject which 
status would complicate the matter somewhat. 


This office is not in a position to state whether or not the 
offense for which Christie is wanted, is an extraditable one and 
therefore the advice of the Director is requested.
